Gentlemen, 

In  presenting  my  report  for  1895,  I  beg  to  state  that  this 
has  been  a  comparatively  healthy  year,  although  the  death-rate 
is  higher  than  in  1894,  due  mainly  to  great  Infantile  Mortality, 
there  being  31  deaths  under  1  year  of  age  out  of  a  total  of  65. 
There  has  been  no  epidemic  to  speak  of  except  measles,  which 
I  regret  has  not  yet  been  made  notifiable. 


There  have  been  notified  under  the  Infectious  Diseases  Act.

The  Scarlatina  cases  were  of  a  mild  type  and  in  different 
parts  of  the  town. 


There  were  4  cases  of  Typhoid,  3  of  a  mild  type.  The 
other  was  a  bad  case,  and  in  Sutton  Street,  the  drainage  of 
which  I  condemned  in  my  1894  report. 
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Out  of  the  5  cases  of  Diphtheria,  there  were  two  deaths  in 
houses  belonging  to  the  North-Eastern  Railway  Company, 
out  of  three  cases  there,  traceable  in  my  opinion  to  faulty 
drainage,  which  has  however  now  been  remedied  to  the  satis¬ 
faction  of  the  Council. 


There  have  been  5  inquests  held  during  the  year,  the 
deaths  being  certified  : —

Births  and  Deaths. 

Estimating  the  population  at  50  more  than  last  year,  i.e. 
3,800,  and  their  being  65  deaths,  brings  the  death-rate  to  17-1 
per  1,000  as  compared  with  12-53  of'  1894,  which  was  an  excep¬ 
tionally  healthy  year.  As  stated  before,  the  increased  death- 
rate  is  attributable  mainly  to  infantile  mortality,  their  31  deaths 
under  one  year  of  age  as  compared  with  14  of  1894. 


The  number  of  births  was  133  as  against  128  in  the 
previous  year,  making  the  birth-rate  35  per  1,000  as  compared 
with  34-1  in  1894.

Sanitary  Work, 

I  regret  to  state  that  your  Council  has  been  unable  to  carry 
out  the  drainage  of  Sutton  Street.  I  think  it  is  most  important 
that  this  should  be  attended  to.  There  has  been  one  bad  case 
of  Typhoid  Fever  in  this  street,  and  1  have  had  in  my  own 
practice  several  cases  of  ulcerated  throats  due,  in  my  opinion,  to 
bad  smells. 


From  your  Surveyor’s  books,  I  find  58  nuisances  have 
been  reported  during  the  year.  These,  with  the  exception  of  4, 
have  been  remedied.
